CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The drop picking mat of the urine characterized by being laid by the floor line of a toilet so 
that it may consist of absorptivity papers and the floor line of the near side of a toilet bowl may be 
covered at least. 

[Claim 2] The drop picking mat of the urine characterized by consisting of sheets which consist of the 
two-layer structure of an absorptivity layer and a non-absorptivity layer, and the floor line of a toilet 
laying an absorptivity layer so that the floor line of the near side of a toilet bowl may be covered at least 
as a top face. 

[Claim 3] The drop picking mat of the urine according to claim 2 characterized by coming to prepare the 
holddown member fixed to the inferior surface of tongue of a non-absorptivity layer free [ desorption ] 
to a floor line. 

[Claim 4] The drop picking mat of the urine according to claim 2 or 3 characterized by consisting of a 

hard member which the non-absorptivity layer won popularity and was formed in dished. 

[Claim 5] claim 2 characterized by coming to constitute an absorptivity layer and a non-absorptivity 

layer free [ desorption ] thru/or 4 - the drop picking mat of urine given in either. 

[Claim 6] claim 1 characterized by absorptivity paper or an absorptivity layer consisting of a layered 

product of the water-soluble sheet which can be poured to rinsing toilets, such as toilet paper, thru/or 5 - 

- the drop picking mat of urine given in either, 

[Claim 7] claim 1 characterized by coming to blend a deodorant and/or an aromatic thru/or 6 - the drop 
picking mat of urine given in either. 

[Claim 8] claim 1 characterized by coming to cover a front face a network thru/or 7 ~ the drop picking 
mat of urine given in either. 

[Claim 9] claim 1 characterized by coming to draw the footmark which shows the location which stands 
on a front face while the crevice cut and lacked according to the configuration of a toilet bowl in the 
anterior part is prepared thru/or 8 - the drop picking mat of urine given in either.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] About the drop picking mat of urine, this invention relates to the drop picking 
mat of the urine which can prevent a floor line becoming dirty v^th the urine which dispersed out of the 
toilet bowl, in case a male does his business in more detail. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Although it generally sometimes disperses plentifully to the floor around a 
toilet bowl, without catching the urine within a toilet bowl completely in case a male urinates in a toilet, 
an offensive odor is released, and the floor line smeared with urine is very insanitary, and unpleasant 
also for appearance. Since the floor line around a toilet bowl discolored yellow with the urine which 
dispersed, in order to prevent this, the floor line had to be frequently wiped with the mop etc. and it was 
very troublesome in a public toilet and an office toilet especially with many users. On the other hand, in 
the domestic toilet, in order for urine to prevent wetting a direct floor line, it may have covered with the 
mat which consists of textiles a perimeter and before the toilet bowl, but since such a mat released an 
offensive odor and became insanitary with the urine which adhered when it let things go for a long 
period of time, it needed to be washed frequently and was troublesome. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] It is made in order that this invention may solve the above- 
mentioned technical problem, and it can prevent a floor line becoming dirty with urine, and it becomes 
possible to maintain a floor line at an always clean and sanitary condition, and let the drop picking mat 
of urine which moreover does not need time and effort, such as cleaning and wash, be an offer plug. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] Invention concerning claim 1 consists of absorptivity papers, and 
relates to the drop picking mat of the urine characterized by being laid by the floor line of a toilet so that 
the floor line of the near side of a toilet bowl may be covered at least. Invention concerning claim 2 
consists of sheets which consist of the two-layer structure of an absorptivity layer and a non-absorptivity 
layer, and relates to the drop picking mat of the urine characterized by the floor line of a toilet laying an 
absorptivity layer so that the floor line of the near side of a toilet bowl may be covered at least as a top 
face. Invention concerning claim 3 relates to the drop picking mat of the urine according to claim 2 
characterized by coming to prepare the holddown member fixed to the inferior surface of tongue of a 
non-absorptivity layer free [ desorption ] to a floor line. Invention concerning claim 4 relates to the drop 
picking mat of the urine according to claim 2 or 3 characterized by consisting of a hard member which 
the non-absorptivity layer won popularity and was formed in dished, claim 2 characterized by coming to 
constitute invention concerning claim 5 free [ desorption ] for an absorptivity layer and a non- 
absorptivity layer thru/or 4 — it is related with the drop picking mat of urine given in either, claim 2 
characterized by invention concerning claim 6 consisting of a layered product of the water-soluble sheet 
which absorptivity paper or an absorptivity layer can pour to rinsing toilets, such as toilet paper, thru/or 
5 - it is related with the drop picking mat of urine given in either, claim 1 to which, as for invention 
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concerning claim 7, a deodorant and/or an aromatic are characterized by coming to be blended thru/or 6 
- it is related with the drop picking mat of urine given in either, claim 1 characterized by coming to 
cover a front face a network, as for invention concerning claim 8 thru/or 7 — it is related with the drop 
picking mat of urine given in either, claim 1 to which invention concerning claim 9 is characterized by 
coming to draw the footmark which shows the location which stands on a front face while the crevice 
which cut according to the configuration of a toilet bowl and was lacked is established in anterior part 
thru/or 8 — it is related with the drop picking mat of urine given in either. By offering these invention, 
the above-mentioned conventional technical problem is solved entirely. 
[0005] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] It explains referring to a drawing hereafter about the suitable operation 
gestalt of the drop picking mat of the urine concerning this invention. Drawing 1 and drawing 2 are the 
top views showing an example of the drop picking mat of the urine concerning this invention, and 
drawing 3 thru/or drawin g 5 are drawings showing an example of the cross-section structure. The drop 
picking mat (1) of the urine concerning this invention is laid by the floor line of a toilet so that the floor 
line of the near side of a toilet bowl may be covered at least, and in the example of illustration, while the 
crevice (2) which cut according to the configuration of a toilet bowl and was lacked is established in the 
anterior part, the footmark (3) of the right and left which show the location people stand is drawn on the 
front face. In addition, the dotted line drawn on the mat in drawing (1) shows the line for folding. Like 
illustration, by drawing a footmark (3) on the location where a front face is suitable, a toilet bowl is 
approached firmly, it comes to do its business, and a mat and a floor line dirt-come to be hard. 
Moreover, if the alphabetic character of "one step ago" etc. is indicated on the surface of a mat, it is 
much more effective. 

[0006] It is suitably used as an object for the urinals of the floor line installation mold that to a public 
toilet etc. seen, and the mat (1) of **!** can be laid to the floor line of the near side of a urinal (S) so 
that it may agree in the front configuration of the urinal (S) of a floor line installation mold, as by 
forming a crevice (2) in the shape of abbreviation for V characters shows to drawing 6 . [ many ] It is 
possible by using the mat (1) of **2** suitably as an object for foreign style toilet bowls, and on the 
other hand, forming a crevice (2) in the shape of an abbreviation semicircle to lay to the floor line of the 
near side of a foreign style toilet bowl (Y) so that it may agree in the front configuration of a foreign 
style toilet bowl (Y), as shown in drawin g 7 . 

[0007] As simpleest gestalt of the drop picking mat (1) of the urine concerning this invention, as shown 
in drawing 3 , it can constitute from absorptivity paper (4). As absorptivity paper (4), the paper which 
has absorptivity, such as a blotting paper, Japanese paper, tissue paper, and toilet paper, is used, and the 
drop picking mat (1) of the urine concerning this invention can be constituted by piling up these one sort 
or two sorts or more of two or more sheets. Thus, by laying the drop picking mat (1) of the constituted 
urine to a floor line, as shown in drawin g 6 and drawing 7 , the urine which dispersed around the toilet 
bowl is absorbed on this mat (1), and a floor line does not become dirty. Moreover, since this mat (1) is 
made of absorptivity paper, if it becomes dirty, it can mitigate the time and effort of cleaning sharply 
that what is necessary is to fold up as it is and just to throw away. Moreover, when the holddown. 
member (7) fixed to the inferior surface of tongue of absorptivity paper (4) free [ desorption ] to a floor 
line is prepared, since a location gap of a mat in use can be prevented, it is desirable. When a pressure 
sensitive adhesive double coated tape, a field junction fastener, etc. are used as a holddown member (7) 
and it uses a field junction fastener, a field junction fastener is formed also in the location where a floor 
line corresponds. 

[0008] In addition, when absorptivity paper (4) is constituted from a water-soluble sheet which can be 
poured to rinsing toilets, such as toilet paper, since after use can be passed now to a toilet as it is and can 
reduce the yield of dust, it is desirable. Moreover, if a deodorant and/or an aromatic are blended with 
absorptivity paper (4), since the displeasure by the smell which the urine absorbed by absorptivity paper 
(4) emits can be reduced, it is more desirable. Moreover, in order to prevent a tear, peeling, etc. of an 
absorptivity paper (4) front face at the time of use, it is also possible to put the network which consists 
of yarn etc. on the surface of a mat (1). 
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[0009] It is also possible to constitute from a sheet which consists of the two-layer structure of an 
absorptivity layer (5) as shown in drawin g 4 , and a non-absorptivity layer (6) as another gestalt of the 
drop picking mat (1) of the urine concerning this invention, and as shown in drawin g 6 and drawin g 7 by 
using an absorptivity layer (5) as a top face in this case, it is laid and used for a floor line. When the 
holddown member (7) fixed to the inferior surface of tongue of a non-absorptivity layer (6) free 
[ desorption ] to a floor line is prepared at this time, since a location gap of a mat in use can be 
prevented, it is desirable. When a pressure sensitive adhesive double coated tape, a field junction 
fastener, etc. are used as a holddown member (7) and it uses a field junction fastener, a field junction 
fastener is formed also in the location where a floor line corresponds. Moreover, the configuration which 
makes free desorption of an absorptivity layer (5) and a non-absorptivity layer (6) is also preferably 
employable. Although especially the configuration for making free desorption of an absorptivity layer 
(5) and a non-absorptivity layer (6) is not limited, the configuration which carries out the laminating of 
an absorptivity layer (5) and the non-absorptivity layer (6) through a field junction fastener or a pressure 
sensitive adhesive double coated tape can be illustrated. 

[0010] The ingredient of an absorptivity layer (5) can illustrate the cloth of the absorptivity of the paper 
and the nonwoven fabric which have absorptivity, such as a blotting paper, Japanese paper, tissue paper, 
and toilet paper, textile fabrics, etc., cotton, a macromolecule absorber, etc. as a suitable example that 
what is necessary is just what can absorb urine. When an absorptivity layer (5) is constituted from a 
water-soluble sheet which can be poured to rinsing toilets, such as toilet paper, since after use can be 
passed now to a toilet as it is and can reduce the yield of dust, it is desirable. Moreover, if a deodorant 
and/or an aromatic are blended with an absorptivity layer (5), in order to prevent a tear, peeling, etc. of 
an absorptivity layer (5) front face at the time of use farther, it is also possible [ since the displeasure by 
the smell which the urine absorbed by the absorptivity layer (5) emits can be reduced, it is desirable, 
and ] to put the network which consists of yam etc. on the surface of a mat (1). The ingredient of a non- 
absorptivity layer (6) can illustrate sheets made of synthetic resin, such as plastic sheeting, a rubber 
sheet, a metal plate, a wood slab, etc. as a suitable example that what is necessary is just what urine does 
not permeate. 

[00 11] Thus, by using the drop picking mat (1) of urine as the sheet which consists of the two-layer 
structure of an absorptivity layer (5) and a non-absorptivity layer (6), it prevents the urine adhering to a 
mat permeating the interior and reaching even a floor line, and it becomes possible [ preventing dirt of a 
floor line certainly ]. Moreover, by constituting an absorptivity layer (5) and a non-absorptivity layer (6) 
possible [ desorption ], when a mat becomes dirty, it becomes possible to remove and exchange an 
absorptivity layer (5), and it is very convenient. In addition, what is necessary is for preparing so that 
only a part may be covered to be also possible, and just to cover the part near a toilet bowl, in covering 
only a part although an absorptivity layer (5) may be prepared over tiie whole surface of a non- 
absorptivity layer (6). 

[0012] Moreover, in the configuration made into the two-layer structure of the above-mentioned 
absorptivity layer (5) and a non-absorptivity layer (6), it is also possible to form the perimeter of an 
absorptivity layer (5) as shows a non-absorptivity layer (6) to drawing 5 in the shape of [ which has the 
wrap starting section ] a saucer. In this case, the hard member which has the rigidity of a metal plate, a 
wood slab, etc. as a non-absorptivity layer (6) is used, and the holddown member (7) for fixing to a floor 
line a mat (1) which was described above is prepared in that inferior surface of tongue. By forming in 
the shape of [ as shows a non-absorptivity layer (6) to drawing 5 ] a saucer, it becomes possible to make 
it not leak an absorptivity layer (5) outside in a non-absorptivity layer (6), certainly in response to the 
fact that the urine which permeated. 

[0013] Since an inferior surface of tongue serves as hard members, such as a metal and a tree, the mat of 
the type shown in drawing 5 among the drop picking mats (1) of the urine concerning above-mentioned 
this invention is good to use it for the floor line where a blemish may be attached to a floor line and 
which is not high-class, for example, the floor line of concrete, the rest room of a country farmhouse, 
etc. to the floor line of the shape of a dirt floor often seen. Since the mat of the type shown in drawing 3 
and drawing 4 on the other hand can use an inferior sxirface of tongue as an elasticity member, it is good 
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to use it to the marble troubled if a blemish is attached to a floor line, the floor line of high-class tiling, 
etc. 

[0014] It is not limited to what was shown in drawing 1 and drawing 2 , but the configuration of the 
drop picking mat (1) of the urine concerning this invention can be suitably changed according to the 
configuration of a toilet bowl, the size of a toilet, etc. Moreover, it is possible to also consider as the 
configuration which imitated an animal, vegetation, daily necessaries, a star, the moon, etc., for 
example, the configuration which imitated sunfish as shown in drawing 8 , the configuration which 
imitated the tulip as shown in drawing 9 , the configuration which imitated LION as shown in drawing 
10 , the configuration which imitated a Japan cedar tree as shown in drawing 1 1 , the configuration 
which imitated an umbrella as shown in drawing 12 , the configuration which imitated the moon as 
shown in drawing 13 can mention as a suitable example. Peacefiilness and warmth can be given to a 
dreary toilet by making the drop picking mat (1) of urine into such a configuration. In addition, the sign 
in drawing (K) shows a wall and (B) shows the toilet bowl. Moreover, the drop picking mat (1) of the 
urine concerning this invention can be constituted from a color of arbitration, such as red, blue, green, 
black, white, Orange, and pink, and you may make it draw the pattern of arbitration, such as a 
geometrical pattern and the character of animals and plants and comics, using a with a colors of two or 
more color. 
[0015] 

[Effect of the Invention] Invention which relates to claim 1 as explained above becomes able [ thing ] to 
prevent a floor line becoming dirty and to maintain a floor line at an always clean and sanitary condition 
by consisting of absorptivity papers, and absorbing the urine which was not caught with a toilet bowl in 
absorptivity paper, since it is the drop picking mat of the urine characterized by being laid by the floor 
line of a toilet so that the floor line of the near side of a toilet bowl may be covered at least. And if it 
becomes dirty, the time and effort of cleaning is [ that what is necessary is to fold up as it is and just to 
throw away ] sharply mitigable. Invention concerning claim 2 consists of sheets which consist of the 
two-layer structure of an absorptivity layer and a non-absorptivity layer, since it is the drop picking mat 
of the urine characterized by the floor line of a toilet laying an absorptivity layer so that the floor line of 
the near side of a toilet bowl may be covered at least as a top face, it prevents the urine adhering to a mat 
reaching even a floor line, and it becomes possible [ preventing dirt of a floor line certainly ]. Since it is 
the drop picking mat of the urine according to claim 2 characterized by coming to prepare the holddown 
member fixed to the inferior surface of tongue of a non-absorptivity layer free [ desorption ] to a floor 
line, invention concerning claim 3 can prevent a location gap of a mat in use, moreover, from a floor 
line, can remove a mat easily and can carry out abandonment etc. 

[0016] Since invention concerning claim 4 is the drop picking mat of the urine according to claim 2 or 3 
characterized by consisting of a hard member which the non-absorptivity layer won popularity and was 
formed in dished, it becomes able [ not leak an absorptivity layer outside in a non-absorptivity layer, 
certainly in response to the fact that the urine which permeated ] to make it. claim 2 characterized by 
coming to constitute invention concerning claim 5 free [ desorption ] for an absorptivity layer and a non- 
absorptivity layer thru/or 4 - since it is the drop picking mat of urine given in either, when a mat 
becomes dirty, it becomes possible to remove and exchange only an absorptivity layer, and is 
economical for convenience, claim 2 characterized by invention concerning claim 6 consisting of a 
layered product of the water-soluble sheet which absorptivity paper or an absorptivity layer can pour to 
rinsing toilets, such as toilet paper, thru/or 5 — since it is the drop picking mat of urine given in either, 
after use can pass an absorptivity layer to a toilet as it is, and can reduce the yield of dust. 
[001 7] claim 1 to which, as for invention concerning claim 7, a deodorant and/or an aromatic are 
characterized by coming to be blended thru/or 6 - since it is the drop picking mat of urine given in 
either, the displeasure by the smell which the urine absorbed by the water absorption layer emits is 
mitigable. claim 1 characterized by coming to cover a front face a network, as for invention concerning 
claim 8 thru/or 7 — since it is the drop picking mat of urine given in either, a tear, peeling, etc. of a mat 
front face at the time of use are prevented, claim 1 to which invention concerning claim 9 is 
characterized by coming to be drawn the footmark which shows the location which stands on a front 
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face while the crevice which cut according to the configuration of a toilet bowl and was lacked is 
established in anterior part thru/or 8 ~ since it is the drop picking mat of urine given in either, in order
